Take the east as an example. We are inclined to 
think of that as a pretty well settled Holstein land as a 
rule. It is more Holstein than not and that’s about the 
best that can be said about the east. There are simply 
wonderful opportunities for development in New York 
state, and the whole tone of the community can be raised 
by systematic inculcation of Holstein gospel. Being near 
home it is highly profitable from the breeder’s standpoint, 
too. 
And there’s the west. The west is ripe all over for 
Holsteins. Ride out over the broad lowa farmsteads, the 
wonderful rolling prairies of Nebraska, Kansas and Colo- 
rado, the rich pasture lands of Minnesota and the Dakotas 
and see the opportunities that await progressive breeders. 
These states compare more nearly to the south in the 
opportunities for pioneering with Holsteins with perhaps 
the exception that they are a little riper for real Holstein 
herds that produce profit from the breeder’s standpoint. 
But there are close-at-home opportunities for all western 
breeders. There are fields already prepared for the plant- 
ing, and it is a wise move to be about the seeding now. 

By all means let’s develop the southland for the Hol-- 
stein cow. But let’s not overlook the fertile opportuni- 
tiés in our own dooryards.

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Letter vs. Postal Card 


ther day a friend of ours was 
= Aiweising on Holsteins, the war 
and human nature, when in the 
course of his remarks he chanced to 
give vent to his opinions concern- 
ing Holstein ads, and whether a busy 
farmer, if interested, should answer 
them or rather request further infor- 
mation via letter or the plebeian post 
card. He was inclined to be a little 
self-sympathetic and sarcastic in the 
matter, for our friend, with the best 
intentions in the world, had sent for 
price and pedigree of a certain bull 
and because he had never received a 
reply, he was iriclined to believe that 
his communication had received no 
attention because it was hastily 
couched on the postal card. 

Now this man, who under no con- 
dition could be included among the 
“post card curious,” as one particular 
advertiser puts it, has been almost 
literally slapped in the face, and he is 
not going to thrust his unwelcome 
buying attentions (per post. card) on 
the breeder who can only give ear to 
those who address him in_ select 
English, on bond paper,’ dictated to 
a stenographer and sealed with a 
family crest. 

Friend Average Farmer isn’t in 
that class, but when he strikes a man 


who plays fancy like that, where plain , 


he-cows and she-cows are concerned, 
it makes him a disgruntled skeptic, 
and his dinner sets far from _ well! 
But, seriously, there is food for 
thought, especially for the advertiser, 
in this small business. It is admitted 


that in national advertising circles, 
the firms who advertise to send 
samples, or give something for noth- 
ing, are always besieged with re- 
quests by persons who haven't the 
slightest idea of continuing the use of 
the product and are dead-beats pure 
and simple. Probably the ad experts 
have these people figured down to an 
exact percentage, and so know just 
what loss may be expected from the 
curious class. But not everyone by 
any means is impelled to answer these 
advertisements from idle curiosity or 
the free baits offered. A great per- 
centage of consumers are animated 
by much -higher motives, and if the 
product is’ to their liking, they will 
become steady users as a matter of 
course and will pay in the end for the 
“get acquainted” offerings of the ad. 

Now in practically every ad of na- 
tional scope, they expressly say, “drop 
us a card for what we have to show 
you. We will do the rest.” What 
these people are naturally interested 
in is your name and address—not the 
make of stationery you use or whether 
you are a good penman or not. They 
understand that the average | person 
doesn’t consider the answering of an 
ad a formal matter calling necessarily 
for ‘a letter-head—what this average 
person is more concerned about is 
doing up the matter as quickly as pos- 
sibly and. getting back results while 
his interest is keen—which the good 
advertiser appreciates every time and 
bestirs himself to accomplish. 

Now, to return to Holsteins, it 
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looks like bad business to a neutral for 
any advertiser to separate the sheep 
and the goats (post cards and letters). 
from his “send me pedigrees” list. It 
may be that these advertisers have 
had bad luck in the post by get- 
ting requests for further information 
from so-called post card friends who 
never made good with a check in re- 
turn. But one wouldn’t hardly ex- 
pect the majority of busy dairymen to 
be writing for news of animals they 
had no interest in. Their time is too 
valuable and the average man hates 
to take his pen in hand too much. Yet, 
when the buyer is in the bull market 
particularly, he is a personified ques- 
tion mark, the original man bos 
Missouri, who has to be shown, and he 
has the full right to send to a dozen 
breeders for photos and pedigrees, and 
therefrom select a herd sire, if he finds 
one to his liking. When there are as 
many competitors with something to 
sell, as in the Holstein sire market, a 
prospective purchaser ought to find a 
youngster just his style and price—but 
it may not be yours or mine if there 
are several hats in the ring. There- 
fore, one need not label a buyer a gay 
deceiver, or insincere, if he returns our 
papers with thanks—he only has prob- 
ably bought elsewhere. 

But back to the poor post. card 
with which this lengthy article is 
concerned. We were endeavoring to 
settle the question of whether the 
real dairyman must always lick a 
flap for further information, or if 
he may be occasionally permitted to 
write his wants at the present two- 
cent rate. It’s nonsense to insist on

The ideal dairy cow is one that, 
while a great producer, is also a 
model type. To this most breeders 
will agree. In actual breeding opera- 
tions, however, difficulties arise. It 
is always easier to breed with one 
end in view than two. It is just ex- 
actly twice as difficult to breed dairy 
cattle that are great producers and 
models in type as to breed for great 
producers only, or show ring winners 
only, and unless the breeder be a 
model of constancy and perseverance, 
he will soon be diverting his efforts 
to one end or the other and losing 
sight of the great ideal. That it is 
possible, however, to achfeve both 
characteristics in the same animal and 
that many breeders are meeting with 
success in developing cows, combin- 
ing producing ability and good type 
was amply demonstrated at the Cana- 
dian National Exhibition this year. 

Take Holsteins, for instance. We 
well remember the classes of a few 
years ago in which there were as 
many different types as there were in- 
dividual entries, and in which droop- 
ing tails, heads and other undesirable 
characteristics were everywhere in 
evidence. This year the classes were 
wonderfully uniform. Most of the 
entries conformed to the _ require- 
ments of good dairy and breed type. 
Also the official records of many of 
the milking animals on_ exhibition 
were much higher than those held by 
the homely producers of a decade ago. 
This improvement is due in part to 
more skillful development, but the 
main improvement must be attributed 
to the careful selection of sires that 
combine in themselves and in their 
ancestors the most desirable charac- 
téristics.

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The Cost of Milk Production 


‘thin the past few years the dairy 
ise in Ohio has developed to 
such an extent that Ohio now ranks 
as one of the leading dairy states. 
Since its population 1s distributed 
through the rural sections it has been 
very advantageous to practice an in- 
tensive line of farming, while the ne- 
cessity for increasing the soif fertil- 
ity has been a great factor in increas- 
ing the number of dairy herds. | 

Milk is the only reasonably priced 
material which develops growth, 
which makes it very essential to the 
well being of mankind. Apparently 
people have looked upon it as having 
a staple price and have not considered 
the possibility of an advance in price. 

The cost of producing milk must 
necessarily depend upon the cost of 
the items which enter into its produc- 
tion, and fluctuation in these prices 
means a fluctuation in the cost of 
milk. Feed prices have advanced, 
doubled, trebled and, in many cases, 
quadrupled—until early last fall the 
dairy business became a losing propo- 
sition. 

Continual losses caused producers 
to become restless and they began to 
organize. In a number of cities milk 
strikes were the result, and these were 
always attended by a serious loss to 
the producer as well as to the dealer 
and the consumer. A slight increase 
in the price of milk was made, but 
this was not sufficient to remunerate 
the average .dairyman for the cost of 
production. 

Early in the spring many changes

were being contemplated. At the 
same time war was declared and 
the agitation to grow more grain 
started. The price of grain was high

and farmers readily responded to the 
request for greater production. Many 
of the pasture fields were plowed and 
planted to corn and other grains which 
greatly decreased the amount of pas- 


ture land in comparison with that of 
other years. 

The price of grain continued to ad- 
vance and at the same time the price 
of beef was very high, which offered 
a great inducement for dairymen to 
sell their cows for beef. For years 
there has not been as good a season 
for pasture but in spite of that fact 
the production has decreased. until 
within the past few weeks some of 
our cities have not received more 
than 50 per cent of the amount they 
were receiving a year ago. 

A cow survey has been carried on 
in some of the dairy counties of the 
state which shows very conclusively 
the cause for the decrease in produc- 
tion—the cows are being slaughtered 
or shipped out of the state. Ohio is 
in the center of the dairy section and 
contains a very great rumber of high 
producing cows, so that there has been 
a great demand for our dairy cattle. 
Representatives from the southern 
and western states have come into 
Ohio and, in many cases, bought en- 
tire herds, with the result that on a 
large number of our farms dairying 
has been practically eliminated. 

The question of labor is another: 
great problem on account of the fact 
that many of the farmers’ sons and 
the good farm laborers have been 
called to serve the country and also 
because wages paid for other work 
are higher than those paid for dairy 
work. The only method by which 
this problem can be solved is for the

The annual meeting of the West 
Michigan Holstein Breeders’ Associa- 
tion was held in the Chamber of 
Commerce building in Grand Rapids, 
Mich., on February 6, 1918. The 
meeting was called to order by the 
president, M. W. Willard, and the 
secretary and treasurer’s annual re- 
port read and approved. 


The annual. address of President 
Willard contained many excellent 
thoughts and suggestions for the 
West Michigan Holstein breeders. 


Mr. Willard suggested six things for 
the betterment of the West Michigan 
association: 

1. He recommended that an effort 
be made on the part of each member 
of the association to increase’ the 
membership for the year 1918. 

2. That an effort be made to se- 
cure a better market for Holstein 
milk in West Michigan. 

3. That there be more and better 


advertising of Holstein cattle and 
Holstein dairy products. 
4. That every West Michigan 


breeder stand back of the West Mich- 
igan Holstein breeders’ consignment 
sales and make these sales real guar- 
antee quality salesp where only the 
very best Holstein cattle are offered 
for sale by the reliable breders only. 

5. The conducting of more Ad- 
vanced Registry tests of West Michi- 
igan Holstein cows by the various 
West Michigan breeders in an effort 
to develop more high record cows by 
such official tests. 

6. The conducting of the purebred 
Holstein cattle breeding industry in 
a business way, which is perhaps the 
most essential thing of all. 

An interesting general 
followed, after which suggestions for 
the year of 1918 by any member of 
the association were called for. Each 
member was ‘given an opportunity to 
offer any suggestions which he might 
desire to make for the betterment of 
the association. A nominating com- 
mittee was then appointed by Presi- 
dent Willard, after which the meeting 
‘was adjourned for the noon hour. 

The afternoon session was called to 
order by the president, and a report 
by the nominating committee was 
made and the following officers 
elected for the ensuing year: Presi- 
dent, H. E. Rising of Woodland; vice-

Ernest Ruehs, the superintendent of 
Lakeside Dairy, where two 30-pound 
records have recently been made, 
then gave a very interesting talk on 
“Feeding, Caring For and _ Fitting 
Holstein Cows for Advanced Registry 
Seven-day Official Records.” Mr. 
Ruehs emphasized the necessity of 
having cows well fitted for a test: be- 
fore they freshen, and then begin 
feeding and milking the cows four 
times a day, at least a week before 
the tester comes. This talk contained 
many good points of interest to the 
breeders, and was followed by a gen- 
eral discussion on proper methods of 
feeding Holstein cows. 

Gilbert Kempf, of Fremont, then 
read a paper on “Results and Conclu- 
sions Reached in Conducting the 
Newaygo Cow Testing Association.” 


Prospects for the West Michigan 
Holstein Breeders’ Annual Spring 
Guarantee Consignment Sale were 


discussed by E. W. McNitt; and after 
a general discussion, it was unani- 
mously voted that this sale, to be held 
on Wednesday, May 15, 1918, is to

REMOVING THE OBSTACLES, 


The breeder who is striving to build 
up a herd of high producing Holsteins 
and has lost his help is feeling rather 
down—tests to make and. no help, 
Perhaps he has expected to make 
R. O. P. tests. If he has a boy or girl 
who is old enough to do the milking, 
why not make them an offer to under- 
take the work—say the calf of the 
cow to be tested? They at once 
would have an interest they could 
not get any other way. Every pound 
of milk and fat means money to them 
—they are really partners in the busi- 
ness. They will study cows as never 
before. You will make a breeder of 
a boy whom it may be had resolved 
never to follow in Dad’s steps. 

Girls are just as capable of doing 
the work. Why not give them the 
same chance? One year of this work 
will do either boy or girl good. They 
will learn many things they never 
would have known without the ex- 
perience. It will build up their bodies 
and they will be ready to take up 
their studies with renewed minds and 
you will have been able to add in 
your particular case one more to the 
army of producers. 

The cow is a human machine and 
needs to be well taken care of for she 
works hard making the food she con- 
sumes into milk. She will always 
repay kindness, quietness and friend- 
liness. The cow should get acquatnt- 
ed with her milker before the test 
starts. The results will be better and 
you will have the work better in hand 
—say you start a month before she 
freshens and groom her well. After 
the calf comes and is taken from her. 
sympathize with her. She under- 
stands far more than she is ever cred- 
ited with knowing, and if you are to 
milk her three or four times a day, 
if she has your sympathy she must be 
pleased when you make your appeat- 
ance, pail in hand. Nature’s way 
the calf, and as I have said, she must 
look on the milker much the same 
as she would her calf if the best fé 
sults are to be obtained. 

We are told that these large te 
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ich are made should be cred- 
ee Sehati to the cow and the other 
half to the man behind the cow. True, 


Iam a woman, but I can understand 


that the foregoing statement might 
be true. I milked two cows for a 
year every milking and always fed 
them. One day the man thought me 
a little late, consequently he put in 
the feed and with pail in hand went 
in to milk. When | appeared she was 
walking around the stall and all of 
his “nice bossy” was of no avail. He 
looked up and said, “This cow will 
not eat her feed or will not let me 
milk her.” He handed me the pail 
and after a few familiar pats, calling 
her by name, she was over at her feed 
eating with a will. All cows are not 
alike, any more than all folks are, 
and to a certain extent they are en- 
tirely as we treat them. 

I came to the conclusion during the 
year of test milking that it would 
pay to milk four times a day for the 
year. I believe a cow will eat her 
feed and convert it into milk in six 
hours and get as much milk as you 
would in 12 hours and I do not be- 
lieve that twice the amount of feed 
and milked half as often will give the 
same results. There are thousands 
of good cows we know nothing about 
because there is no one ready to give 
them a chance. To make known their 
ability is all they ask.

“They Don’t Know Any Better.” 


Do you make friends—not _ neces- 
sarily pets—of the Holsteins? There 
seems to be a difference in opinion 
as to the advisability of handling the 
dairy animals. One man will tell you 
that young stock is not improved by 
being treated with too much consider- 
ation or “fussed with.” His neighbor 
will then prove to you that the cows 
which have always been treated hu- 
manely and with common sense kind- 
ness are bound to pay for such man- 
agement in the pail. They know in 
advance what their caretakers are 
going to do; they do not expect or 
fear sudden outbursts of ill temper 
or anger and are not nervously await- 
ing a milking stool applied for real 
or fancied wrongs at the rear. 

Such things are naturally not con- 
ducive to an animal’s peace of mind— 
and the surest way to correct these 
evils on the caretaker’s part is to 
make him thoroughly understand that 
he pays for every bit of rough-housing 
allowed to prevail in the barns. A 
cow will hold up on her mess every 
time if abused and belabored, and if 
she gets in the habit, a good animal 
is spoiled young for successful A. R. 
O. work or efficient all-time work. 

It goes without saying that cattle 
are exasperating enough sometimes 
to try the patience of Job—but, nev- 
ertheless, it is a mystery to me why 
some men must descend to their 
level and fight it out animal fashion. 
Right here, however, is one of the 
golden keys to some dairymen’s suc- 
cess and others’ failure—their ability 
to control their tempers while han- 
dling the stock. An owner or em- 
ploye who fails in the role of friend 
to his cows is usually doomed on the

A GOOD RECORD IN A GOOD 
HERD. 


Thought you might be interested in 
hearing about one of my good ones. 
Perfection of Shady Nook recently 
made an official record of 513.9 pounds 
of milk and 30 pounds of fat in seven 
days, at the age of 6 years 3 months 1 
day. She made this record on three 
milkings daily, without much prep- 
aration and while not in the best of 
condition, as our pasture was dry 
and in feeding our stock green bundle 
corn in the pasture in September she 
overate and had high fever for nearly 
a week, eating scarcely no food 
for nearly two weeks, which gave 
her a serious backset. 

Her former official records are: 
19.2 pounds butter from 374.6 pounds 
of milk in seven days at 3 years 23 
days, and at 4 years 3 months 14 days, 
27.41 pounds of butter from 459 
pounds of milk. She ‘is the richest 
tester in my barn and her milk will 
average 4 per cent the year around. 


Perfection, at six years of age, 
is the dam of four daughters and one 
son, all living and fine, large indi- 
viduals. If this cow were given the 
same rest and preparation as other 
high record cows, I believe she could 
be placed in the 40-pound class. 

I decided to get into the purebred 
Holstein game about nine years ago, 
and in March 1909 bought three reg- 
istered heifers and one bull, to which 
I added 12 more heifers during the 
years of 1910, 1912 and 1913, at a 
total cost of $2,385. I have since pur- 
chased three bulls that cost me $1,425, 
making the total investment $3,810. 

From this humble beginning I 
have sold young bulls, including three 
herd bulls, for over $3,500, and cows 


and heifers for $6,090, and still have 
25 head in my herd, including two 
daughters. of Perfection, the  30- 
pound cow, and up to about one and 
one-half years ago, when feed prices 
became abnormally high, the prod- 
ucts of my cows just about paid the 
feed bills of my entire herd. 

All my cows of milking age are in 
the Advanced Register, every full- 
aged cow having a record of 22 
pounds or more. 

During the first year I received a 
serious setback when nearly all the 
calves were males and several of my 
foundation cows, their daughters and 
one granddaughter and one bull re- 
acted on tuberculin test and were 
slaughtered. But during the last four 
years I have had my herd regularly 
tuberculin tested under state super- 
vision and have not had one reactor, 
and my herd is on the State Accred- 
ited List. I cannot urge beginners 
too strongly to use every precaution 
that they buy healthy cattle. 

I have aimed to breed up my herd 
by the use of bulls of good individ- 
uality and high A. R. O. breeding. 
Nearly all of my cattle over three 
years old are daughters of Alba Jo- 
hanna Sadie Cornucopia, and _ all 
those under three are sired by Sir 
Korndyke Wren, who now is at the 
head of the herd of Floyd Potter, of 
South Dakota. 

I recently sold Perfection of Shady 
Nook, her two-year-old daughter and 
another two-year-old heifer, both 
heavy with calf, and one _ yearling 
heifer to W. F. Schilling, one of the 
leading Holstein breeders of North- 
field, Minn. They were bred to their 
sire, Sir Korndyke Wren, and were 
all fine individuals in every way.—

This is the second daugh- 
ter of Mata Ward Spofford that has 
produced over 20 pounds with first 
calf, the first making 21 pounds. This 
bull has only six A. R. O. daughters 
thus far, but they are six good ones 
as the records just referred to give 
evidence. He is sired by Pledge 
Spofford Calamity Paul, a bull with 
several daughters above 30 pounds. 

Mr. Spencer has just finished his 
year’s test work and is to be com- 
mended on making every female of 
testing age in his herd an A. R. O. 
cow. Milk prices are anything but 
favorable in his community and for 
this reason many farmers are selling 
off their grades and keeping only 
what purebreds they have. This is a 
point in favor of purebreds, however, 
this selling of grades, if they are 
good ones, will mean a_ resultant 
shortage in the supply of milk. This 
may, however, work out to the good 
in bringing to the attention of dis- 
tributors and consumers the urgent

figures and statistical inforuetant s 
lating to the milk production and its 
utilization in the United States, haye 
come from authoritative — sources, 
which furnish us food for the most 
serious thought in determining to 
what extent we are conservationalists 
in the true meaning of the word. 

The investigations of Prof. R. M 
Washburn of the University of Min- 
nesota and S. C. Thompson of the 
dairy division of the bureau of an- 
mal industry and others who have 
made a special study of the situation, 
indicate that we as a nation, are over- 
looking the importance of one of the 
most valuable of by-products, one 
that if fully utilized could be sub- 
stituted for millions of pounds of 
meat to feed human beings. ee 

Figuring on the basis of 22,000,000 ~ 
cows as the total for this country, 
Professor Washburn computes the 
total milk yield to be 88,000,000,000 
pounds. This credits each cow with an 
annual production of 4,000 pounds. 

In his summing up of the situation, 

I take the liberty of quoting him as 
follows: : 

“Of this yield 34 per cent is now 
being used as whole-milk and two pet 
cent as cheese, leaving 58 per cent 
or 51,440,000,000 pounds of milk for 
buttermaking. Of this, 15 per cent ~ 
will go as cream and 85 per cent as 
skim-milk, or 43,724,000,000 pounds of 
skim-milk. :

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At the annual meeting of the South 
Dakota Holstein Breeders’ Associa- 
tion considerable interest was shown 
and a lively discussion followed when 
the question was asked by a member 
as to what was the best method to 
pursue in answering and following up 
the inquiries that were received by 
mail from prospective purchasers of 
Holstein-Friesian cattle. 

Of course, it’s up to the breeder to 
set forth in the best manner possible 
the merits of the animals he has for 
sale in order to realize on the money 
expended for advertising, and it was 
the general opinion that many in- 
quiries were answered but the per- 
centage of sales actually made was 
very small compared to the number 
of inquiries received. 

Why were we not getting better re- 
sults? 

Taking it for granted that the ad- 
yertising matter was well worded and 
had real pulling power and that quite 
a number of inquiries were received, 
why didn’t we get a reply to the let- 
ters written to these prospective pur- 
chasers? 

One breeder stated that he had on 
hand at the present time seven bulls, 
and when an inquiry was received he 
had spent considerable length of time 
describing the merits, characteristics, 
breeding and price of the entire lot. 

This evidently is confusing to the 
prospective buyer for fear he might 
pick the poorest of the lot, and in 
fact the larger assortment he has to 
choose from the less he knows what 
he wants, usually. 

The art of salesmanship has re- 
duced itself to a science and it was 
agreed that the successful salesman 
was the fellow who could deliver the 
goods. 


He must be a reader of human na- 
ture and sell what is needed, and if 
a buyer wants to buy a calf and grow 
him out to suit himself so that he will 
have a sire to replace his present sire 
a year from the present time, there 
is absolutely no use in trying to sell 
him a 15-months-old bull. 

On the other hand we will say he 
has a color preference. As a rule,-it 
is best to give a man what he wants, 
but, of course, you are very anxious 
to get rid of that dark colored calf, 
and unless the customer lets the 
lower price you make on the dark calf 
influence him, it is going to be hard 
to change his mind. Even though he 
does buy the calf you. insisted was 
just what he ought to have, the 
chances are that when he wants an- 
other. animal he won’t come back. to 
you to buy it. 

If it is possible to judge from a 
Prospective buyer’s letter what his 
Preferences are it is better to pick out 
a single animal, that in your judgment 
would fill his requirements, and send 
im the pedigree and price, and train 
all your guns on that one animal and 
Prove to him why it is just the very 
thing he .wants, and if you express 
yourself in the right way you can 
write a letter consisting of but a page 
or two, at the most, that ought to ap- 
peal to him. 

If you do not hear from him in ten 


‘days write him again and urge on him

he wishes to buy. Then write him 
again in a few days and if he remains 
silent you might try it again later on. 

Even yet, it is well to make a note 
of his name and address because he 
may later on become dissatisfied with 
his purchase elsewhere, and will then 
be reminded of you and _ eventually 
buy of you anyway. ; 

A letter a year later will some- 
times bring a man td you. A type- 
written letter is much to be preferred 
on account of its legibility, but if 
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written on cheap paper and a more 
cheaply printed letterhead the force 
of your letter is largely lost and the 
recipient of a poorly written letter on 
shabby paper will instinctively pic- 
ture in his mind delapidated buildings 
and thin cattle, while just the reverse 
is true if he receives a letter that is 
clean cut in style and right to the 
point and written on high grade pa- 
per. 

It is the little details like these that 
mean so much, so don’t blame the 
fellow you place your advertising 
with, if you do not get results, for he 
has done his part and you must do 
yours equally well or you will not se- 
cure results.

I 
should like to have been the first to 
say it; but unfortunately I am now too 
late. The World has done a great 
work, and will do a greater work. It 
is more necessary to the breed than 
I am myself, and I should be the last 
to deny it. 

But, I dearly love to kick. To poke 
my finger into the softer tissues of 
an editorial, occasions real joy; even 
of a good editorial like this one. To 
pick to pieces in criticism the whole 
fabric, or some of its weaker parts, in 
anticipation of getting a rise out of 
some learned weilder of the _ type- 
writer, is a source of genuine pleasure. 
I like to fight with a man who is 1,000 
miles away, and reasonably sure of 
staying there. It is human _ nature, 
perhaps, and I have 50-pound natural 
human backing on both sides, with 
2,000 pounds in one year. I admit it 
fearlessly; for the World generously 
states that it will not attempt to 
change human nature. Not that mine 
wouldn’t bear changing; but I should 
demand impossible six-months guar- 
antees as to results. I am telling you 
all this becouse I would not have you 
take me too seriously. I like the 
World immensely. It never had a 
better friend, and I don’t take myseli 
so darn seriously, either. I know, and 
am free to confess, that my dandruff 
runs about 50 per cent bone dust, but 
it’s really a dust of very fine handling 
qualities. j 

The World states that breeders gen- 
erally believe that public opinion as 
to the test is settled. That they had 
taken for granted the “fact” that the 
short-time test is what helps to sell 
a cow. And why shouldn’t they? Dis- 
puting facts is evidence of 100 per cent 
bone in the “bean” of the disputer. 
The. short-time test helps and helps 
like Old Ned, whoever he was, and it 
is going to continue to help for quite 
a while. 

But it is the conviction of the ma- 
jority of the better known breeders of 
the middle west and far west that the 
365-day test is also of great value; that 
only through the combination of the 
two tests can the Holstein cow reach 
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her greatest success. There may be 
extremists, but they are in a very 
small minority. The majority are by 
no means in favor of throwing the 
seven-day test into “the discard ex- 
clusively,” nor into any other places 
promiscuously. They would hold to 
it because it has great value, but they 
would: not sacrifice ability to produce 
tremendously for a year for the sake 
of making a 40- or 50-pound record 
for seven days or 100 and umpsteen 
for 30 days. 

As for the 305-day test, it would be 
ideal. My 50 per cent of gray matter 
has convinced me of this, but other 
breeds insist on going the full year, 
and it behooves us to continue flag- 
ging them at the poles on their own 
tracks. We have got to keep them 
down and sit on them. Our pres- 
tige demands it, and when it comes 
to prestige we’re some pumpkins. And 
then, there is much rivalry among our- 
selves in the 365-day game. The aver- 
age breeder feels that he cannot drop 
it unless he knows that his neighbors 
will do likewise. It is much the same 
as the craze for white animals. We 
are all heartily sick of the foolishness, 
but no one breeder dares to start laying 
the ghost unless he is certain that all 
other breeders will assist in enforcing 
the recumbent posture of said ghost. 
Such ghosts cannot be downed all in 
a minute. They will gradually crawl 
back into their graves; but you simply 
can’t hurry a ghost for a cent. 

I might add that throwing bricks is 
poor stuff. The editor and I are dead 
right there. You can keep a man con- 
vinced with bricks only so long as the 
bricks last. When they are finally all” 
on his sidé, you will have better use 
for your legs than the gentle per- 
suasion you should have used in the 
first place. If I have to fight with 
bricks, I want the distance to be not 
less than a thousand’ paces, but I 
should much prefer to fight with a 
type writer at 1,000 miles—Bertram

Probably fewer farmers have much’ 


of an idea about how much it costs 
them per ton to produce silage corn 
than any other crop they grow be- 
cause it is a crop seldom sold. With 
this fact in mind the officers of the 
Dairymen’s League recently collected 
information from the various dairy 
counties through the agricultural 
agents.

In his letter of ‘explanation Mr. 
Parker says: “These costs do not 
take into account the value of the 
manure because it seems to me this 
can be accounted for better by includ- 
ing it in the cost of caring for cows.” 
The average man will use no less than 
ten tons of stable manure per acre and 
not less than 50 per cent of the plant 
food it contains will be used by the 
corn crop. So we have added to his 
costs one-half the value of 10 tons of 
stable manure because obviously it is 
a cost which cannot be overlooked. It 
will be noted that this fertilizer cost 
increases the cost of silage one dollar 
per ton. Were this item left out his 
costs would be $3.63. We are con- 
vinced that in adding ten dollars for 
stable manure we have erred on the 
side of adding too little rather than 
too much. The figures presented by 
Mr. White are those covering the cost 
per acre of growing and ensiling 15 
acres of corn.

CORTLAND, N. Y. 
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AN ENCOURAGING OUTLOOK. 
The achievements of the farmers 
and livestock men furnish cause for 
congratulation and encouragement, 
but not for complacency or for any 
let up this year in efforts to better the 
record and to conserve food. The 
necessity of again securing large 
yields from the farms and ranches 
this year has been strikingly empha- 
sized by the president in his message 
to the farmers of the country and is 
steadily being pointed out by the De- 
partment of Agriculture and other 
agencies through various channels, in- 
cluding especially the extensive farm 
demonstration activities of the de- 
partment and the state agricultural 
colleges. Specific suggestions are now 
under consideration for the spring 
campaign and will be made public in 
the near future. It is clear that it 
will be economically wise and advan- 
tageous for the farmers of the nation 
to put forth their best efforts during 
the coming season to equal and, if 
possible, to exceed, their record of 
last year. In spite of the large pro- 
duction in many directions during 
1917, the situation is not satisfactory. 
The supply of wheat in this nation 
and in the world is inadequate. Ow- 
ing to short crops in preceding years, 
the reserves of a number of import- 
ant commodities ‘have been greatly 
reduced. Whether the war continues 
or not, the demand on this country, 
because of the increasing population 
and of the needs of Europe, will be 
great. They will continue to be great 
for a considerable period even after 
peace returns. There will be an es- 
pecially strong demand made on this 
country for meats and livestock. 


The record of farmers last year, 
made in the face of obstacles, is 
ground for confidence on their part 
that, with equal application and or- 
ganization, they can overcome the 
difficulties this year. Unquestionably 
there will be difficulties to surmount 
—difficulties in respect to labor and 
in respect to fertilizers, both as to 
price and quantity. Prices of farm 
machinery also, with other things, 
have risen. In some respects, the 
farm labor situation may not be quite 
so difficult as last year, although it 
will continue to be especially acute in 
certain sections of the country. The 
cantonments have been built and there 
_will not be a renewal of urgent de- 
mands in many sections for labor for 
such work. The draft regulations 
provide for the deferred classification 
of skilled farm labor. The population 
of the country has increased some- 
what within the past year. The secre- 
tary of war has asked congress for 
power to furlough soldiers of the na- 
tional army for agricultural service, 
if necessary. 


Bearing these matters in mind, it 
seems highly likely that the farmers, 
by exercising their talent for co-op- 
eration and organization, with such 
assistance as can be furnished by gov- 
ernmental and other agencies, will 
again be able to overcome the diffi- 
culties. The departments of agricul- 
ture and labor are continuing to de- 
velop their, organizations to assist 
farmers in securing the labor needed 
in their operations. They are espe- 
cially planning to assist in the transfer 
of labor from community to commun- 
ity and from state to state.—Secretary 
Houston.

consumer to pay a price for milk 
commensurate with the increase in 
cost of feed and labor. 

With the idea in view of fixing a 
reasonable price, fair to all, a study 
has been made of the various items 
which enter into the cost of milk pro- 
duction. While the figures obtained 
from different herds show a _ great 
variation in the different items of cost, 
a large number of records have been 
studied and figures taken to repre- 
sent the average, as near as possible, 
within the two limits, and an effort 
has been made to explain each item 
so that it will be thoroughly under- 
stood. 

The cost of production varies great- 
ly in different herds and absolutely 
correct figures are hard to obtain. 
One of the greatest factors which 
causes a variation is the difference 
in the size of the herds. The larger 
the herd, the greater the amount of 
good grain which must be fed and 
the more sanitary must be the condi- 
tions under which milk is produced, 
unless large herds are kept under spe- 
cial conditions where there is access 
to cheap industrial waste or other low 
priced feeds. Following is an item- 
ized statement of cost of keeping a 
cow in a well managed herd under 
sanitary conditions:

It is very difficult to determine a 
true average cost of production for 
there are many grades of dairies be- 
tween these two. However, if the de- 
mands for sanitary milk continue (and 
these are for the purpose of more 
thoroughly insuring the public health) 
then the increased cost will approach 
the high average as given in the above 
tables and the cost must be paid by 
the public.

and a proportional increase must be made for the coming year, if conditions remain as they 


are at the present time. 


Feed produced on the farm is charged in the mow or storage bin. 
Heifers to replace cows are charged to herd at market value. 


The cost of raising calves after four days of age is charged to a separate account and is 


not included in these items. 


Bull service is based on the cost of care and feed together with interest on the value of 


the bull. 


Manure is estimated at stable or manure shed. 


In case high concentrates are fed and 


better care taken of the manure a valuation is given of $1.27 per ton for 15 tons; while in 
the case of lower production and a small amount of concentrates a valuation of 82c per ton 


for ten tons is allowed. 

Above costs are the two econom- 
ical extremes, one for keeping a herd 
under sanitary conditions and the oth- 
er where nature comes to the aid in 
keeping the herd healthy and in good 
condition, where a small number of 
cows is kept on greater areas. Con- 
sidering average conditions, the aver- 
age price would really be between 
these two extremes. However, since 
there are such varying conditions the 
average cost must be determined for 
each locality. 

The average milk production of 
the low class dairy is approximately 
4,000 pounds per year while in the 
high class it is about 5,500 pounds, 
with corresponding average per cents 
of butterfat ranging from 3.5 per cent 
to 3.8 per cent. 


The average cost of production 


would be between these two  condi- 
tions.. However, no absolutely defi- 
nite figures can be given as different 
conditions must be taken into consid- 
eration in every case, but in localities 
where milk is shipped to the city, un- 
der close inspection, the cost of pro- 
duction approaches the standard for 
high, average, economical, sanitary 
milk production and where butterfat 
is sold, with no regard for sanitary 
conditions, it approaches the low av- 
erage economical production. 

Therefore, it is impossible to de- 
termine accurately an average cost 
but it can be very closely determined 
by a careful study of the factors 
which enter into the problem.

COMMUNITY BREEDING IN- 
CREASES PRODUCTION. 
The shortage of animals and animal 
Products in this country should be a 
stimulus to improved livestock pro- 
duction. There has not been such a 


great shortage in the livestock popu- 


lation in proportion to the human 
population in many years. It is doubt- 
ful if there has ever been so great a 
shortage of livestock in view of the 
needs of humanity. 

It has been repeatedly said by men 
acquainted with conditions that the 
wise livestock man will not only con- 
tinue in the business, but increase his 
holdings. A good many farmers, 
however, have hesitated until recently 
to increase their livestock because of 
unusual conditions. High prices and 


the urgent need for increased produc- 
tion have induced farmers and live- 
stock men to increase production. 
This is a good time therefore for a 
step toward more profitable produc- 
tion. 

The advantages of community live- 
stock breeding, which existed before 
the war, still hold good, and present 
conditions emphasize the importance 
of community breeding more than 
ever before. Wonderful progress 
could be made in livestock improve- 
ment if the increase, which undoubt- 
edly will be made, could be obtained 
from purebred sires. Thus, a rela- 
tively larger percentage of high grade 
animals could be produced than if the 
improvement were started when the 
livestock population of the country

was normal. If better sires are used 
at this time the resulting increase in 
the total livestock population will 
contain a larger percentage of good 
blood than the livestock population 
of this country has ever had. 


Communities can obtain sires, to 
be used on the _ existing females, 
which an individual could not afford, 
In many communities there is no 
one who is willing to make the nec- 
essary outlay for a good sire, and no 
person should be expected to bear the 
entire burden of livestock improve- 
ment for the community. If the com- 
munity co-operates in livestock 
breeding they can obtain the services 
of a good sire at a comparatively low 
cost. Most successful community 
breeding involves organized and spe- 
cialized production. Co-operation 
therefore is necessary to the success- 
ful outcome of the plan. 

Co-operative breeding helps the 
small breeder, offers opportunity for 
the exchange of sires with other 
communities, affords .co-operative 
marketing and buying. It also stimu- 
lates community spirit just as an 
other live, working organization will 
do. Furthermore it serves as an ex- 
cellent advertisement for the com- 
munity. 

Details concerning _ community 
livestock breeding will be found in 
extension circular 33 of the Univer- 
sity of Missouri College of. Agricul- 
ture. Persons interested in’ organiz- 
ing community breeding associations 
should obtain a copy of this circular. 
The agricultural extension service of 
the college will furnish constitution 
and by-laws for such organizations. 
These may be adapted to local condi- 
tions.
